The World Today 
Looks to London 


In his soliloquy-like eulogy on the 
death of George VI, Sir Winston 
Churchill said: 

“I, whose youth was cast in the au- 
gust, unchallenged and tranquil glories 
of the Victorian era, may well feel a 
thrill in evoking once more the prayer 
and the anthem, ‘God Save the Queen.’ ” 

With that all men and women of 
good will, everywhere, can concur. The 
young woman who, as the symbolic 
head of the voluntary union of the 
Commonwealth nations, is the expres- 
sion of “the virtue of a state as ritual 
is the expression of a faith.” 

When the corrupt and thieving Fa- 
rouk was cast out of Italy, he said, with 
some cynicism, there soon would be 
but five kings left, ‘four in the deck of 
playing cards, and one in Britain.” 

He is not right, as we all know, but 
it is true that only those kings and 
queens endure who have made of them- 
selves living symbols of honor and 
duty; who have willingly made the 
sacrifice of giving over both private 
and public life to dedicated service, 
by precept and example. 

Those kings and queens who do this, 
with sincerity and with devotion, at- 
tract unto themselves devotion and sin- 
cere affection... This Queen Elizabeth 
has done. She has a special sort of 
loyalty which creates for her sympa- 
thy, even from the humblest of sub- 
jects, because the queen must give so 
much of herself to the work and the 
heavy, arduous duties of the govern- 
ment. The people rejoice with her over 
her children: are happy because her 
marriage is happy, and love her be- 
cause she is woman, mother, queen and 
friend. 7 

In Britain, at least, kings and 
queens are born.to duty, and there is 
no escape from it. This explains why 
“Uncle David” was so grievous a dis- 
appointment. He did escape to the 
woman (and the life) he loved. And 
save for a maudlin remnant, all recog- 
nized what he had done and the deeper 
failure which was his. 

And- so today, as the queen is 
blessed and consecrated, we can, and 
do, with good heart and good will, join 
in the shout, “God Save the Queen!”

Guarantees to Rhee 


Would Be Routine 


After a@xpenditure by the U. S. of 
billions of dollars and thousands of men 
in checking &ggression in South Korea, 
reported demands by President Syng- 
man Rhee‘ for a mutual defense pact 
and future military and financial help 
to South Korea as its price for drop- 
ping opposition to UN truce terms 
seem anticlimactical. 

In fact, it would appear that such 
guarantees would be a foregone con- 
clusion. Our interest in Korea would 
still remain the same, regardless of a 
truce. That interest, outside of Korea 
itself, is to prevent further Asiatic ag- 
gression. More specifically, we could 
not risk flanking of Japan and the Phil- 
ippines. That situation will not change. 

If this is all that hoids up a truce 
now, guarantees to South Korea should 
be routine instead of. an international 
headache. 

The latest UN truce proposals, if 
South Korean objections are overcome, 
leave it up to the,Communists as to 
whether or not the hostilities in Korea 
cease. After that, of course, political 
talks leading to solution of the unifli- 
cation of the Korean peninsula and 
other problems could follow. . 

Unfortunately, the Reds offer no 
reason for optimism that the truce 
terms will be accepted. They are now 
awaiting further word from the Krem- 
lin as to what course to follow. And 
that course will give us some idea of 
the trend of future events.

But he knows; as well as we, that 
the comparatively few leeches in prac- 
tice tend to give the profession a black 
eye. If the doctors would avoid the 
brand, they will discipline their mem- 
bership and, if necessary, expel those 
who cross the line between that which 
is Hippocratic and that which is hypo- 
critic.

Solons Back Taft 


On Korean Issue 


WASHINGTON — Confirmation of the 
point of view of Senator Taft that the 
United Nations as an instrumentality for 
making peace in Korea has broken down 
and that a new alliance has to be forged in 
Asia now has come from other important 
members of the Senate and from the Ko- 
rean government itself. 


The Republic of Korea, which has suf- 


fered the biggest losses on the Allied side, 
has served notice on the United States 
aii government that the so- 
called UN plan for a 
truce in Korea can only 
mean eventually the en- 
slavement of all Korea 
by the Communists. 
The proposal of 
President Rhee is that 
an alliance be formed 
by the United States and 
the Korean government 
and that, in the event 
of an attack on the 
southern forces in violation of an armistice, 
America will come to the aid of the Ko 
reans. aS against the aggressors. This 
would be a defense pact, which the Ko- 
rean government wishes the United States 
to sign before there’s a truce in Korea. 

The same proposal includes a. sugges- 
tion that American and all other Allied 
forces be withdrawn at once from the 
south and that all Communist Chinese troops 
be withdrawn from the north so that only 
Koreans shall remain in the north and 
south. 

So confident is the Korean president 
that all of Korea would become pacified 
under such an arrangement that he is 
willing to see American troops go home 
while the pacification is undertaken by the 
South Korean armies. 

What it all amounts to is a_ proposal 
that everybody get out of Korea except the 
Koreans and to let the natives of that coun- 
try settle the problem themselves. 

The idea that the UN has too many 
cross-currents of loyalty among its mem- 
bers to deal fairly with the Korean issue 
is basic in the thinking of the president of 
Korea. It is understood that a protest has 
been made by him because the UN negoti- 
ators did not consult the Korean govern- 
ment’s representative in drawing up the 
latest-proposal and only notified him of the 
contents just before it was presented to the 
Communists. 

Further support for the viewpoint of 
Senator Taft has come from _ Senators 
Knowland of California and H. Alexander 
Smith of New Jersey, Republicans, both of 
whom say the recent Taft speech was 
misinterpreted and distorted. 

Senator Knowland says: ‘*‘As I read his 
(Senator Taft’s) entire text, what he was 
referring to was the situation in the event 
the; present cease-fire negotiations should 
break down, and it was only on that basis 
that he was suggesting that we would then 
have to make plans and not be tied down 
by the United Nations restrictions which 
have been upon us ever since the outbreak 
of the Korean War.”’

Ike Faces Battle 


To Save Program 


WASHINGTON—The big question here 
now is: 

Will President Eisenhower be content to 
let his public and open repudiation of Taft 
‘‘eo-it-alone’’ foreign policy rest as a single 


incident? Or will the 
President now capital- 
ize the Taft episode to 
press vigorously his 
own co-operative for- 
eign policy, particular- 
ly in Congress? 

There, some ‘“‘bail- 
ing out’’ is needed, for 
his foreign program is 
bogged down now and 
seriously threatened. 

The Senator Taft in- 

' , ; cident was a “‘setup,”’ 
in prize fight parlance, though not by de- 
sign. The Ohio Senator, true to his .nature, 
finally exploded, as he must so often. His 
expression of distrust in our allies and lack 
of faith in the United Nations came at a 
critical time, which was not by design ei- 
ther, for his speech had been prepared be- 
fore nerves became so edgy on both sides 
of the Atlantic. The re-emergence of the 
Taft bogey, which is what it is for Europe, 
spread consternation among our allies at 
such: a time. 

All of this magnified the episode, which 
made President Eisenhower’s counterattack 
not only imperative but, once it came, the 
more impressive;and meaningful. That 
was all to the-s™Hod. Europe understands 
an Eisenhower-Taft combat. For Europe 
cheered on the sidelines when the general 
defeated the senator at Chicago last July. 

Symbols are important in foreign affairs. 
Unfortunately, Senator Taft has become an 
ominous sort of. symbol among our Euro- 
pean allies. He is the embodiment of ev- 
erything associated with isolation and non- 
co-operation. Europe was disturbed over 
the Eisenhower-Taft ‘‘Morningside Heichts”’ 
truce during the campaign. Nervously it 
watched to see how much influence he 
might have in the administration. When it 
became apparent that Congress, in which 
Senator Taft is so powerful a figure, was 
assuming what looked like undue weight in 
the new administration, the anxiety in- 
creased. ° ‘s 

Senator Taft finally justified the worst 
fears by speaking out in the old Taft vein. 

There are other symbols at stake in the 
situation here now. 

A most important one is our reciprocal 
trade program, which embodies European 
hopes of still lower tariffs so they can sell 
more in -our markets. When representa- 
tives of the organization of European eco- 
nomic co-operation were here several weeks 
ago to talk with gur officials, they urged 
substantially lower American tariffs as es- 
sential if Europe is going to get on her own 
feet economically. 

Though it would mean little practically, 
extension of that act would be of value psy- 
chologically in Europe. This now appears 
highly doubtful, unless President Eisen- 
hower himself exerts his leadership power- 
fully on that issue, and goes to bat with 
Congress. The act expires June 12.

Pulse of the Public 


Suggests Ways of Obtaining Revenue 
Without Extending Excess Profits Tax 


Vero Beach, Fla.—The President’s tax 
message was an honest and able exposition 
of reasons for continuing the high level of 
federal revenue. He said the excegs profits 
tax should be extended unti] next Jan. 1 
because the funds it provides are needed to 
hold down the deficit, indicated in balanc- 
ing the budget for the coming fiscal year. 

According to Secretary Humphrey, the 
extension of the tax means an income to 
the Treasury of about $1,000,000,000. What 
seems significant about Mr. Eisenhower’s 
speech is that it had no alternative to taxa- 
tion for obtaining this sum of money. 
While the need of revenue is obvious 
enough, the administration’s responsibility 
to reduce taxes is likewise obvious in view 
of assurances Republican candidates, in- 
cluding the President, have given the pub- 
lic that the burden of taxation would be re- 
duced. 

The administration is particularly fortu- 
nate, it appears, in having at this time 
sources of income other than taxes, namely 
in the liquidation and streamlining of vari- 
ous government agencies, the proceeds 


‘from which would be applicable to income 


under the government’s bookkeeping sys- 
tem. Speaking of agencies which have an 
aggregate borrowing and lending authority 
of $20,000,000,000, Senator Byrd) said, ‘‘That 
is a fertile field in which to get funds to 
apply to the deficit.’”’ Of more immediate 
prospect for liquidation, however, is the 
agency with the checkered career, the RFC. 
This corporation has assets on which the 
government could realize approximately 
$1,000,000,000 or enough to cover the short- 
age the expiring excess profits tax would 
leave. The omission of such obvious ways 
to rid the economy of a vicious tax and yet 
maintain revenue sheds new light on the 
administration’s plans for cutting down on 
big government.

To ‘The Valley’

settlements in Pennsylvania and Virginia 
to the upper reaches of the Yadkin and 
the Catawba, to the headwaters of the 
Clinch and the Holston. : 

U. S. Highway 11 is a road of, picnic 
tables and historical markers and it’s‘a 
toss up as to which shows in greater fRe- 
quency. It’s an undulating -ribbon, sonfe- 
times concrete, sometimes tar, traversing 
a land rich in blue grass and in traditiqn. 
That semester course I once took, “‘The 
Westward Movement in American His- 
tory,’’ you can get it in a day from the 
narrative plaques along U. S. 11. : 

At the heart of all this history is Lex- 
ington, county seat of Virginia’s Roak- 
bridge County. The county is named for 
that arch of ages known round the world 
as Natural Bridge. A bridge it is, but defi- 
nitely, for our highway crosses Cedar Creek 
on the selfsame span of limestone which 
the Indians worshipped, which George 
Washington surveyed and which Thomas 
Jefferson bought from George UI for less 
than five dollars. That was when the 
Sage of Monticello and His Majesty were 
still on trading terms. 

From the entrance on yon side the 
crossing you walk down to creck level, look 
upward to the arch above the mountain 
stream and guess how long it has taken 
the erosive flow to cut the 215 feet between. 

Across the creek and 23 feet up the leg 
of the arch, George Washington left his 
mark, a “GW” carved in the rock. No 
mesn feat that, scaling the precipitous wall 
thus to engrave. But G. W. was a young 
man then, a brash 20, not averse to cut- 
ting his initials in public places. 

In Lexington, you park at the right curb 
on U. S. 11 and walk a hundred yards or 
so through the Old Lexington Cemetery to 
the grave of Thomas ‘‘Stonewall’’ Jackson, 
who died at Guiney’s Station at 39. A few 
blocks down eet and two to the left 
is the campus at Washington and Lee. 

Here in the chapel which Robert E. Lee 
designed are the remains, and in the miue- 
seum’ the reminders, of him who turned 
from military disaster at Appomattox to 
magnificent example and leadership as a 
college president. 

It's not only the Army men, the Vire 
ginians, and the South that should, and do, 
take off their hats at the Lee shrine. The 
newspaperman must bow, too, for among 
the great American’s achievements was the 
installation at W. and L. of courses in joure 
nalism, the first ever offered on the cél- 
legiate level. °

encrusted as_ unified  back- 
ground of the entire gown.

‘Understanding’ Important Trait for Mothers To Offer 


What should a mother be 
like? Loving, giving, generous, 
firm, the fairy godmother grant- 
ing wishes, or merely there, at 
hand, and smiling? 

Most mothers try hard, some 
heart-breakingly so, to fulfill 
their own standards of being a 
good mothers—others try hard 
only when they think of it—but 
what do children think a moth- 
er should be? 

Basically every mother would 
like to be her child’s dream of 
an ideal mother. 

Not long ago a group of 
fourth and sixth grade children 
in Baltimore was asked to write, 
in as few words as possible, 
*‘What I think a mother should 
be like.’’ 

Few wrote about material 
things—being permitted to wear 
the clothes they wished, to eat 
the foods they liked, cleanli- 
ness, toys or ‘‘allowances,”’ a 
subject parents believe is of 
paramount interest at that age. 

Instead they wrdte of kind- 


ness, understanding, considera- 
tion, and, incredible as it may 
seem, the mother’s responsibil- 
ity for training. children well. 
By training they apparently re- 
ferred to training in moral con- 
duct. 

To comment on the children’s 
comments would be superfluous 


other than to say they certain- 
ly never expected their mothers 
to read them. 

Here, of interest to any moth- 
er, are a few sentences taken 
out of context from the. com- 
positions of different children: 

*‘Mostly a mother should un- 
derstand children.’’ 

‘“‘A mother should like chil- 
dren or she shouldn’t have any.” 

“If a child makes something 
for his mother she should un- 
derstand that he worked hard 
on it for her. She should use 
it and not put it away because 
it is the wrong color.’’ 

‘‘All mothers should be like 
mine, understanding and lov- 
ing.”’
